Kaiser's Warships Send Down Foes in 
Allnight Conflict in Which Several Ger- 
man Boats Are Also Lost. 


LOSSES MAY l U m UP TO THOOStllDS OF UVES 


Prom the advices thus far received it would appear that the 
greatest naval battle of history has taken place. Never before have 
two naval forces of such magnitude as the British and .German high 
sea fleet engaged in combat. But apparently the battle was not 
fought out to a point to determine mastery of the seas, for the losses, 
serious as they are reported to have been, will not impair the 
strength of either fleet to a vital extent. 


The scene of battle was in the eastern waters of the North sea. 
It is probable that the German fleet was on one of the excursions 
into the North sea which it has taken from time to time during the 
war and met, whether or not by design, with the British fleet. 


Skagerak is an arm of the North sea between Norway and Den- 
mark. The point referred to in the official statement as Horn Reef 
probably is the reef off the horn, in the southwestern extremity of 
Denmark. This would indicate that the battle was fought off the 
coast of Denmark. From the reef to Helgoland, the main German 
naval base in the North sea, is about 100 miles., 


News of the engagement was held back by the British authorities 
possibly pending the return home of the fleet and the first word re- 
ceived of the battle came by wireless from Berlin by which means the 
Germans are able to escape the censorship over cable lines.

The employes' delegates have no power 
to call a strike.

Railways at Chicago Lavish 
in Providing for Quar- 
ters There 


Chicago, June 2.—The sum of 
000 will have been expended by several 
of the great railroads operating in the 
Chicago district wtien the new freight 
and passenger terminals now under con- 
struction are completed. 
The freight 
terminal will be finished in abput six 
more months but it will take nearly 
three years to complete the passenger 
terminal. 


The freight terminal will embrace lay- 
ing of trackage on a stretch covering 
twelve city blocks, 
from the Chicago 
river south to Twelfth 
street. The 
plans for the terminal were so arranged 
as to give a maximum speed and con- 
venience of tiandliug freight with a min- 
imum of ground space necessary for the 
buildings involved. The work is being 
done by the Pennsylvania lines, west, 
and uill cost, for land acquired, build- 
ing material and labor, approximately 
$16,000,000 and the finished work will be 
one of the greatest accomplishments of 
its kind in the history of modern rail- 
roads. 


The main aim of the builders was a 
terminal that would be so arranged as 
to eliminate street congestion in handling 
traffic and would make speedy and easy 
the handling of the enormous and stead- 
llv growing freight business of Chicago 
This result 
will be accomplished 
by 
close grouping of the several parts of 
the terminal structure and by placing 
the railroad tracks below street 
level 
with the freight house just above the 
tracks, at street level, and with a stor- 
age warehouse above the freight house. 
The idea of placing the component parts 
of the terminal above one another was 
to save ground space and to make the 
handling 
of 
incoming 
and 
outgoing 
freight easy by a system of powerful, 
modern-type electric elevators. 


Adjoining the freight house, and all 
tinder cover, 
will be eighteen 
tracks, 
which will accommodate 400 freight cars. 
Inclosed drivewaj's will protect freight 
and freight handlers 
in all 
sorts of 
weather 


One thousand men have been working 
for about ten months, some laying the 
heavy piling and concrete 
foundations, 
and some putting up the structural steel 
framework of the buildings. 
About 25 
per cent, of the structural steel work re- 
mains to be 
finished 
This will be in 
about six months and the total 
cost 
of labor, by that time, will, it is esti- 
mated, amount to about 
$1,500,000 


The steel, brick, concrete, piling and 
terra cotta that will go into the build- 
ings will cost about $2,500,000 


The structures will occupy a ground 
space of 460 by 750 feet between Polk 
street on the north, and Taylor street 
on the south, between the Chicago river 
and what was once Stewart avenue. Ac- 
quisition . of the ground thus used cost 
the railroad company $12,000,000. 


The 
union passenger 
terminal, 
on 
which preparatory work has begun and 
which will be completed in about three 
years, 
will cost about $50,000,000 and 
will be the finest railway passenger sta- 
tion in the world, its projectors say. It 
will be built and occupied by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Penn- 
sylvania, and the Chicago, 
Burlington 
and Quincy roads, the Pennsylvania be- 
ing represented by two branches, 
the 
"Panhandle" and the Fort Wayne. 


The station will be composed virtually 
of two buildings, with common facilities 
of egress and ingress. 
A main building 
will be west of Canal street and a con- 
course, between two sets of tracks, will 
be east of Canal ' street 
Each of the 
two 
buildings 
will be surrounded bv 
four streets, thus giving eight points of 
exit and entrance to passengers and 
making access to trains quick and con- 
venient. 
Train sheds will extend from 
Madison street, south to Harrison street. 


The architectural feature of the main 
building will be a waiting room 100 by 
300 feet and 120 feet high 
The building 
will occupy a ground space of 325 by 
350 feet The train sheds will be of the 
latest covered-in type and will eliminate 
lolumns in the center of the platforms.

the natural flavor of the tomato in the 
goods instead of scalding it out. 


However, manufacturer's who used to 
buy benzoate at 35 or 40 cents a pound 
are likely to shy at using it very freely 
when it is quoted at $6 a pound, as it is 
now, and mighty hard to get at that. 
Only last week one large user of ben- 
zoate refused to buy a lot of 
1,100 
pounds, which was discovered in a local 
warehouse, at slightly over $5. 
It is

true flavor of tomatoes,

fied that he had called for and received 
pop, though he had bought beer at an- 
other 
saloon 
during the 
day. 
Judge 
Olds himself searchingly 
cross-examined 
Koehler's wunesses, whose stories were 
not shaken. 


Koehler himself testified that he had 
not sold Bade anything intoxicating, but 
had served him only pop.

and 
mechauics in the regular 
army service, we can be proud of the 
work done by our ármy officers m so 
short a time and the degree of efficiency 
they have attained in handling this im- 
portant branch of th« service. 


Since our army entered Mexico I was 
curious to see the army truck trains in 
operation over the losgest route ever at- 
tempted by auto trucks. 


I had heard all sorts of stories from 
truck drivers returning from the front.

Washington, D. C., .June 1.—Brj-an is 
the one uncertain factor, if there is any 
uncertain factor, in the democratic na- 
tiohal convention.

neglected. 


What he stands for today—opposition to 
war—is perhaps also more vital 
than 
some of his opponents suspect. 


The fact that Bryan was defeated in 
Nebraska for delegate and goes to the 
lonvention as a representative of a news- 
paper syndicate will not eliminate him 
from the procee(ihnga of the convention. 
By proxy he could, get the lloor, or a 
motion would bo in order in the con- 
vention 
to 
invite the 
commoner—who 
has three times been the party's candi- 
date for president—to address the con- 
vention. 


Politicians in Washington are asking: 
Is it [)os.siblo that Bryan may head a 
pacifiRt demonstration at the St. Louis 
convention ? 


Is it possible that he might combine 
with 
Henry 
Ford, 
Rudolph 
.Spreckels 
and Frank P. Wajsh to organize a peace 
party ? 


Might he be the candidate of such a 
party on a peace and prohibition plat- 
torm, or ¡1 .-straight peace platform? 


These questions can only be answered 
by Brjan, and perhaps not by him until 
the moment arrives for action at 
the 
convention. 


A few things are certain. 
Bryan will 
be present and use his utmost efforts to 
commit his p a r t y to what he regards as 
its traditional poHcj' against militarism. 
Bryan feels that the \Vilson administra- 
tion has been swept off its feet bv war 
talk.

GUARDSiP CHINA 


But Tokio Explains Act 
Does Not Constitute 
Intervention. 


Tkio, May 2.— (Correspondence of The 
Associated 
PreRn).—Owinp 
to 
revolu- 


tionary outbreaks at. the city of Tsinan- 
fu, China, and it.s environs, the Japan- 
ese government ordered a contingent of 
railroad guards in Shantung province to 
procecd to that city to restore order. It 
is explained here by oflicials that the 
move dooa not constitute intervention on 
the part of Japan and that no troops 
were even sent frora the Japanese gar- 
ri.son at Tsing-tau. 


The Japanese action of sending mili- 
tary railroad guards to Tsinan-fu 
is 
compared by oflicials to the landing 
of 
American marines at Swatow, 
China, 
some time ago to protect foreign inter- 


ests. 
The Tsinan-fu rioting threatened 
to become very serious. 
Mobs took pos- 
session of the city and hurled bombs at 
the 
shops 
which 
where 
afterwards 
plundered. 
The house of Colonel Kislii 
of the Japanese army is said to have 
been damaged, and at a point one mile 
north of Tsinan-fu communication was 
interrupted on the Tien-tsin-Pukow rail- 
road, owig to destruction of the trackf.. 
Several houses in the city were destroyed 
by fire. 
Manj-^ families fled from the 
city, which is the capital of Shan-tung 
province. 


Reports from Weihaien on the Shan- 


tung railroad, declared that a force of 
about 1,000 revolutionists had attacked 
the city and destroyed the south gate. 
The" government 
troops 
defended the 
place with machine 
guns, which were 
mounted on the ramparts. 
The rebals 
were forced to retire. 
They have cut 
many telegraph wires. 
Their object is 
to force Shan-tung province to declare 
itself against the government of Plresi- 
dent Yuan Shi-kai. 


An apparently inspired statement pub- 
lished here affirms that Japan has no in- 
tention of interfereing in internal affairs 
of China and will not go beyond pro- 


tecting her intests should the present 
state of revolution prove a menace. But 
the statement declares that the Japan- 
ese government is taking every precau- 
tion against the work of anti-Japanese 
mischief-makers in China. 
It continues 
by charging that there are among Chin- 
ese politicians many who are prejudiced 
against Japan and that they are now 
being assisted by the Germans in Cldna.

FREIGHT TtlUII JOB 


IS MllSlMZiUIDOOS 


Brotherhoods in Statement 
Dwell on Bisks of the 
Service. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 2.—A statement 
issued today by the railroad transporta- 
tion brotherhods show that freight train 
employes have one of the most hazard- 
ous of all occupations. 


Railroad officials lay much stress on 
the statement, that "18 per cent, of all 
railroad employes now receive 28 per 
cent, of the total wages paid." 


This claim means nothing whatever 
because it fails to take into considera 
tion the years of preparation for the 
job and the fact that the line between 
life and deah is so thin, that when 
train employe leaves on his run, he 
never sure when he will return. 


The last annual report of the inter 
'etate commerce commission shows that 
a trainman is killed on an average of 
every 4 hours and forty minutes, and a 
man crippled every 3 minutes and 30 
seconds. 
And this does not tell all the 
I story, because if a man does not die 
from his injuries within 24 hoiu-s, he is 
not 
reported 
to 
the 
commission 
as 
killed and unless the injury disables him 
for three days he is not coimted as 
injured. 


Out of every 100 men who start Avork 
as firemen, only 17 ever become engin- 
eers, out of every 100 men who do be- 
come engineers, only 6 become passenger 
engineers. '

average 
length 
of 
servic« 
is 
eleven and a half years. 


Train service employes are picked men 
in every sense of the word. 


Few realize the rigid physical examin- 
ation they are 
required to pass and 
which is more severe than the United 
States government requires for enlist- 
ment in the army or navy. 


Physical 
examinations are repeated 
every two or three years. 


Eyesiglit, 
hearing, 
color 
perception, 
heart action and blood pressure are all 
scrutinized closely. 


Although the U. S. government prohib- 
its by law the continuous employment 
of a train employe more than 16 hours, 
it is worthy of note that in 1915 there 
were 78,940 violations reported by the 
railroads themselves. 


What a man receives per hour is the 
only proper basis for discussing wages.

New Form of Battle De- 
veloped Along liines , 
in France. 


^ British Headquarters, France, May 23. 
—(Correspondence 
of 
the 
Associated 
Press).—Between 
the British and, Ger- 
man modern machine wartare 
wherein 
every man was supposed to have become 
a pawn without initiative' of his own 
has been developing perhaps, the deadli- 
est form of sport imagination can con- 
ceive—where 
every 
combatant 
places 
his cunning, his strength and his skill 
in hand-to-hand 
fighting 
against tho.sc 
of his adversary. 


Hardly a day passes that there is not 
a trench "raid" by one side or the other, 
and sometimes several such sallies. 
No 
subject is more tabooed in its details by 
the censors. 
Commanders do not want 
to let the enemy know why their raids 
succeed or fail or why the enemy's suc- 
ceed or fail. 
Invention fights invention; 
secrecy fights secrecy. 


All the elements of boxing, wrestling, 
fencing and mob tactics plus the stealth 
of the-Indian, who crept up on a camp 
on the plains and the teamwork of a 
professional baseball nine are valuable 
to the player. 


The weapon that is least needed is a 
rifle. A club or a sandbag or an Indian 
battle axe or spiked club is better. . A 
good slugger Avithout any weapon at all 
may take an adversary's 
loaded rifle 
away from him and knock him down 
and, then kick him to death. 


The mono'tony 
of 
trench 
existence 
these days is broken by preparing for 
raids and against them.' Battalion com 
ibanders work out schemes of strategy- 
which would have won them fame 
in 
smaller wars, 
f ifty men or a thousand 
may be engaged in a raid. 
It may be 
on a front of fifty yards or a thou.san(l. 
Its object is to take as many 
prisoners 
and kill and wound as many 
of th;* 
enemy as possible in a few minutes; and 
then to get back to their own trench. 
The assaulters try to hold on to the 
picce of trench they have taken, the 
guns are turned on them, the bombers 
close up on either side, and 
machine 
guns and rifles arc prepared to sweep 
the zone of retirement. 


An uncanny curiosity gives the sol- 
diers incentive for the raids. 
Ordinar- 
ily they never see their enemy hidden in 
his burroAvs across "No Man's 
Land" 
from their own burrows. . Unseen bul- 
lets from unseen 
snipers crack 
over 
head. 
Unseen guns suddenly concentrate 
in a deluge of shells. 
For months this 
sort of thing goes on and the trenches 
of the adversaries remain always in the 
same place; tJie grim monotony of cas- 
ualties and watching 
continues. 
This 
arouses tlie desire to "get at" the enemy 
wliicli the 
trench 
raid 
satisfies. 
It 
means springing over the parapet 
and 
rushing across "Xo iMan's Land" into th-i 
very houses of the enemy and man to 
man on his door step proving which is a 
better 
fighter.

$66,315 IS PENSION TOTAL. 


State Treasurer Makes Report Under 
Teacher's Retirement Fund i:,aw. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 2.—George 
Bittler, state treasurer, has made a re- 
port to Charles A. Greathouse, state su- 
perintendent of public instructions, in 
which he shows that there is a total 
of $66,315.96 in the new pension fund, 
created under the new state teachors' 
retirement fund law, passed by the 1915 
legislature. 
One-fourth of the possible 
units that can come under the provisions 
of the law in the state already have 
taken advantage of the opportunity. 


The law went into effect last Au- 
gust. 
Twenty-nine units have 
joined 
the pension plan.

I Following the commission's report 
at Antioch of the decision of the Jeru- 
salem church, Paul and Barnabas and 
others continued their evangelism in 
that city (ch. 15:35). 
These leaders 
soon felt the need of revisiting the 
scenes of their former labors (v, 36), 
but when it came to the organization 
of their party, Paul refused to accede 
to the decision of Barnabas that John 
Mark should accompany them (vs. 37, 
38, see Acts 14:13). 
So sharp a con- 
tention arose that two parties were or- 
ganized. 
That 
Paul 
later 
forgave 
Mark is evidenced by his tender refer- 
ences to him. 


I. A Closed Door. Ch. 16:1:8. Paul's 
companions for this second mission- 
ary tour were Silas (15:40), Luke 
(see use of word "we," v. 13), and 
Timothy (v. 1-3). The latter came of 
good ancestry, had good training and 
was of good report, still to avoid con- 
tention he submitted to the rite of 
circumcision. 
Paul's work was to 
promulgate the Jerusalem decree, to 
establish or to confirm the churches 
and to add to these churches new con- 
verts. 
But that did not entirely ful- 
fill Paul's commission (9:15). 
The 
word "Asia" (v. 6) means the Roman 
province of Asia and, wisely obeying 
the Spirit's direction, Paul passed on 
Wntil he came to the seaport town of 
jTroas. 
At a later time Paul spoke 
the "word of the Lord Jesus" in Asia 
with wonderful effect (19: 1, 8, 19, 
26, 27). 
It must have burned within 
the bones of Paul thus to be re- 
strained, but it did not serve as an ex- 
cuse for him to take a vacation, but 
rather to seek new fields wherein to 
preach. 
Thus he came to Troas.

vestigate the field" nor to establish 
a working organization. 
He knew 
a better point of contact, and that was 
to find those In that city who knew 
God even though ignorant of Christ. 
He began by preaching Jesus, not 
comparative 
religions, 
nor 
did 
he 
seek to found "community centers" 
with soup kitchens and social uplift. 
Paul knew that to elevate the individ- 
ual by establishing him in the faith of 
Christ would soon result in commu- 
nity uplift. 
On the other hand, a 
faith which evaporates in words and 
does not give tangible, concrete evi- 
dence in works may well be chal- 
lenged as to its being genuine. There 
was no supernatural direction as to 
what part of Macedonia Paul was to 
visit, 
aud 
exercising 
his 
common 
sense, Paul went at once to the prin- 
cipal city. 
He did not begin at once 
to preach the Gospel (v. 12 R. V.), 
but waited and watched for an oppor- 
tunity, doubtless praying much for a 
favorable opening (Ch. 13: 14; 17:2; 
18:4). 


The "man of Macedonia" seems to 
h^ve been a woman unless we consider 
the Phillppian Jailor. 
This open-air 
meeting was one of the most notable 
in history. 
The Lord opened 
the 
heart of pious Lydia and it was the 
turning point of the evangelizatio® of 
Europe and America and the world. 
God must open the hearts of men and 
women (John 6:44, 45; Eph. 1:17, 18; 
Luke 24:45), and this he is willing 
and glad to do. 
The steps of this 
woman's 
conversion 
are 
clearly 
i marked and present a good type. 
(1) 
j She went out to pray (v. 13). (2) She 
: heard the word (v. 13, 14; see also 
1 John 5:24). 
(3) She had her heart 
¡ opened by the Lord (v. 14). 
(4) She 
"gave heed to the things which were 
spoken" (v. 13 and Mark 16:16). 
(5) 
She made public confession of her 
newly-found faith by baptism. 


(6) She carried with her the whole 
j household, perhaps children, workers 
¡ in her business and servants (v. 31- 
33; I nor. 1:16). 


The use of the word "constrained" 
in verse 15 indicates a heart hunger 
to be helpful by being allowed to 
serve. 


The Phillppian church often helped 
Paul subsequently and doubtless I^ydia 
was a leading spirit in such senice. 


The history of the Christian church 
relates many Illustrations of the lead- 
ership and prominence of women of 
wealth and cultuvc.

They Appear to Have His- 
tory Dating Back Some 
Centuries. 


The Hague, Netherlands, 
May 
12.—

Press).—The poison gas bomb employed 
in tiench Avarfare today in Europe ap- 
pears to have a history dating back sev- 
eral centuries. 


Attention has just been drawn here to 
a discovery made during the carrying 
out of repairs to the naval defenses of 
the port of Flushing, near the southo'i 
frontier of Holland, in 1857. Some curi- 
ous stone jars Avere found in a cicii oi 
the outer Avall of the fortress, on tho 
east side of the naval barbor. 
In form 
tliey resembled gim shells, 
and 
wefe 
found to be filled Avith asphyxiating ma- 
terials. 
A chemical investigation showed 
that the contents included linely-ground 
Spanish pepper and pepper seeds, 
gim- 
powder, fine itch and antimony, these in- 
gredients giving rise, in a state of com- 
bustion, to an asphyxiating gas. 


Moreover, on investigation twenty-five 
of such jars, though unfilled, AVere ac- 
tually found still stored in an old lum- 
ber room of the Dutch arsenal at Veere.

centuries 
old. 
The jars agree in form with those 
described in Avorks on pyrotechnics of 
1614 and 1651.

fighting 
at sea.

From the advices thus far received it would appear that the 


greatest naval battle of history has taken place. Never before have 
two naval forces of such magnitude as the British and German high 
sea fleet engaged in combat. But apparently the battle was not 
fought out to a point to determine mastery of the seas, for the losses, 
terious as they are reported to have been, will not impair the 
strength of either fleet to a vital extent. 


The scene of battle was in the eastern waters of the North sea. 


It is probable that the German fleet was on one of the excursions 
into the North sea which it has taken from time to time during the 
war and met, whether or not by design, with the British fleet. 


Skagerak is an arm of the North sea between Norway and Den- 


mark. The point referred to in the official statement as Horn Reef 
probably is the reef off the horn, in the southwestern extremity oi 
Denmark. This would indicate that the battle was fought off the 
coast of Denmark. From the reef to Helgoland, the main German 
naval base in the North sea, is about 100 miles.. 


.News of the engagement was held back by the British authoritie 


possibly pending the return home of the 'fleet and the first word re 
ceived of th'e battle came by wireless from Berlin by which means th 
Germans are able to escape the censorship over cable lines.

the British at the Egyptian desert post 
fct Hl-Dueldar during the Turkish raid 
of April 23 deserves to be chronicled 84

respondent at the general headquarters 
!of the Egypt expeditionary force. On 
that Sunday 150 British soldiers held a 
.position far too extended for such n 
;emall garrison, against a force of Turks 
*nd Arabs six times thoir own numbei, 
«»yi the correspondent. 


- Tie location of defense is a small 
os»is in a depression hi tho sandy -waters 


bout 13 miles east of the Suez Canal. 
The British had erected two redoubts and 
ieveral small isolated posts in the vicin- 
ty of a grove of date patois. These do- 
'enses were not completed at the time of 
;he raid.' 


In a mist so thick that tho defenders 


were barely able to discern the barbed 
wire fifty feet in advance of their re- 
doubts, the attack began at 8 o'clock in 
the- morning. 
Eifle fire beat back the 


wst assault very quickly, according to 
tho correspondent, the Turks retiring to 
reform. 


Capt. Roberts, of the Eoyal Scots Fus- 


iliers, was in command. In the absence 
of communication trenches, he was un- 
able, after tho mist lifted at 0 o'clock, 
to send reinforcements, ammunition and 
messages to the isolated posts, as the 
attackers' riflo and machine gua fire 
swept the intervening spaces. One post 


held by eight inon, three of whom 


were wounded early in the engagement. 
To the extreme right, some of the Brit- 
ish lay out in tho open and fought off 
neray attempts to reach tho rear of tho 
efenses. 
Beturning to the attack, the enemy 
irought up a mountain gun and with it 
lercely shelled tho oaais, but, according

When it had been beaUn 
off, moit of the enemy dead were found 
within fifty yards of the British trench,

Railways at Chicago Lamb 


in ProYiding for Quar- 


ters There 


Chicago, June 2.—The sum of $86,000,- 


000 will have been expecded by »everal 
of the great railroad* operating in the 
Chicago district wben the "new freight 
and passenger terminals now under eon- 
itruction are completed. 
The freight 


terminal will be fini»hed in about MX 
more months but it will take nearly 
three years to complete the passenger 
terminal. 


The freight terminal will embrace lay- 


ing of trackage on a stretch covering 
twelve city blocks, 
from the Chicago 


river south to Twelfth 
street- 
The 


plans for the terminal were so arranged 
as to give a maximum speed and con- 
venience of handling freight with a min- 
imum of ground space necessary for the 
buildings involved. The work is being 
done by the Pennsylvania lines, west, 
and will cost, for land acquired, build- 
ing material and labor, approximately 
$1(5,000,000 and the finished work will be 
one of the greatest accomplishments of 
its kind in the history of modern rail- 
roads. 


The main aim of the builders was a 


terminal that would be so arranged as 
to eliminate street congestion in handling 
traffic and would make speedy and easy 
the handling of the enormous and stead- 
Uv growing freight business of Chicago. 
This result will be accomplished 
by 


close grouping of the several parts of 
the terminal structure and by placing 
the railroad tracks below street level, 
with the freight house just above the | 
tracks, at street level, and with a stor- 
age warehouse above the freight house. 
The idea of placing the component parts 
of the terminal above one another was 
to save ground space and to make the 
handling 
of 
incoming and 
outgoing 


freight easy by a system of powerful, 
modern-type electric elevators. 


Adjoining the freight house, and all 


tinder cover, 
will be eighteen tracks, 


which will accommodate 400 freight cars, 
[nclosed driveways will protect freight 
and freight handlers in 
all sorts of 


weather 


One thousand men have, been working 


for about ten monthn, some laying the 
heavy piling and concrete foundations, 
and some putting up the structural steel 
framework of the buildings. About 25 
per cent, of the structural steel work re- 
mains to be finished This will be in 
about six months and the total cost 
of labor, by that time, will, it is esti- 
mated, amount to about $1,500,000 


The steel, brick, concrete, piling and 


terra cotta that will go into the build- 
ings will cost about $2,500,000 
. The structures will occupy a ground 
space of 450 by 750 feet between Polk 
street on the north, and Taylor street 
on the south, between the Chicago river 
and what was once Stewart avenue. Ac- 
quisition of the ground thus used cost 
the railroad company $12,000,000. 


The union passenger 
terminal, 
on 


which preparatory work has begun and 
which will bo completed in about three 
years, will cost about .$50,000,000 and 
will be the finest" railway passenger sta- 
tion in the world, its projectors say. It 
•will be' built and occupied by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Penn- 
sylvania, and the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy roads, the Pennsylvania be- 
ing represented by two branches, 
the 


"Panhandle" and the Fort Wayne. 


The station will be composed virtually 


of two buildings, with common facilities 
of egress and ingress. A main building 
will betwest of Canal street and a con- 
course, between two sets of tracks, will 
bo east of Canal street 
Each of the 


two buildings will be surrounded by 
four streets, thus giving eight points of 
exit- and entrance to passengers and 
making access to trains quick and con- 
venient. Train sheds will extend from 
Madison street, south to Harrison street. 


The architectural feature of the main 


building will be a waiting room 100 by 
300 feet and 120 feet high The building 
will occupy a ground space of 325 by 
350 feet The train sheds will be of tho 
latest covered-in type and will eliminate 
:olurans in the center of tbe platforms.

"Washington's decision, despite Carranza's threat, that the 


'American troops will remain in Mexico until the de facto government 
has demonstrated its ability to preserve order and prevent further 
outrages along the iitternational line, was manifestly in keeping 
with popular expectation in the United States. Indeed, it is doubt- 
ful if even Carranza seriously cherishes the idea that his suggestion 
to get out at once wouM be followed. That task in Mexico is a dis- 
agreeable one at best. To hurriedly clamber out at the demand of 
the de facto president would make it manifestly worse. General 
Carranza should know, and doubtless does knoAv, that the United 
States is ambitious for no foot of Mexican soil. It would be more 
than content to have Mexico take care of its own affairs without 
interference from this side of the line, and it is only the outrages 
perpetrated against American citizens and American territory that 
moves Uncle Same to act. To quit Mexico now, however, could be 
construed from the Mexican angle, as craven cowardice on the part 
of the United States that woiild invite further atrocities and make 
tlie situation still more unbearable.

Following the commission's report 


at Antioch of the decision of the Jeru- 
salem church. Paul and Barnabas and 
others continued their evangelism In 
< 


that city (ch. 15:35). These leaders i 
eoon felt the need of revisiting the j 
ecenes of their former labors (v. 36), 
but when it came to the organization 
of their party, Paul refused to accede 
to the decision of Barnabas that John 
Mark should accompany them (vs. 87, 
38, see Acts 14:13). So sharp a con- 
tention arose that two parties were or- 
ganized. 
That Paul later forgave 


Mark is evidenced by his tender refer- 
ences to him. 


I. A Closed Door. Ch. 16:1:8. Paul's 


companions for this second mission- 
ary tour wore Silas (15:40), Luke 
(see use of word "we," v. 18), and 
Timothy (v. 1-3). The latter came of 
good ancestry, had good training and 
was of good report, still to avoid con- 
tention he submitted to the rite of 
circumcision. 
Paul's work was to ! 


promulgate the Jerusalem decree, to 
establish or to confirm tho churches ] 
and to add to these churches new con- 
verts. But that did not entirely ful- 
fill Paul's commission (9:15). 
The 


word "Asia" (v. 6) means the Roman 
province of Asia and, wisely obeying 
tho Spirit's direction, Paul passed on 
until he came to the seaport town of 
iTroas. At a later time Paul spoke 
the "word of the Lord Jesus" in Asia 
•with wonderful effect (19: 1, 8. 19, 
26, 27). It must have burned within 
the bones of Paul thus to be re- 
strained, but it did not serve aa an ex- 
cuse for him to take a vacation, but 
rather to seek now fields wherein to 


reach. Thus he came to Troas.

a better point of contact, and that was 
to find those in that city who knew 
God even though ignorant of Christ 
He began by preaching Jeeujs, no 
comparsftve religions, nor did h 
seek to found "community centers 
.with soup kitchens and social uplift 
Paul knew that to elevate the Indlvlc 
ual by establishing him in the faith o 
Christ would soon result in commu 
nity uplift. 
On the other hand, 


faith which evaporates in words and 
does not give tangible, concrete evi- 
dence in works may well be chal- 
lenged as to its being genuine. There 
was no supernatural direction as to 
what part of Macedonia Paul was to 
visit, and exercising his common 
sense, Paul went at once to the prin- 
cipal city. Ha did not begin at once

prcss).—The poison gas bomb employed 
in trench warfare today in Europe ap- 
pears to have a history dating back sev- 
eral centuries. 


Attention has just been drawn hern to 


a discovery made during the carrying 
out of repairs to tlie naval defenses of 
the port of Flushing, near the sonthcr-i 
frontier of Holland, in 1S57, Some curi- 
ous stone jars were found in u cicn o! 
the outer wall of the. fortress, on tilt- 
cast side of the naval barbor. In form 
they resembled gun shells, 
and were 


found to be filled with asphyxiating ma- 
terials. A chemical investigation showed 
that the contents included finely-ground 
Spanish pepper and pepper seeds, gun- 
powder, line itch and antimony, these'in- 
gredients giving rise, in a state of com- 
bustion, to an asphyxiating gas. 


Moreover, on investigation twenty-five 


of such jars, /though unfilled, were ac- 
tually found still stored in an old lum- 
ber room of the Dutch arsenal at Vecrc. 
They must then have been centuries 
old. 
The jars agree in form with those 


described in works on pyrotechnics ol 
1614 and ili5l.
